Casual ties. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 29.—James For- 
rester and wife, of Laporte county, 
who came here to attend the fair,went 
to their bed at the Pyle house last 
night, blowing out the gas, instead of 
shutting it off in the usual way. At 
ten o'clock this morning they were 
discovered 
unconscious, 
but still 
breathing. Forrester died soon after 
and his wife is still alive, but sinking. 
Mr. Forrester was upwards of eighty 
years of age. 


Alvin E. Barney, a patient at the 
insane hospital from Laporte county, 
was caught in the belting in the en- 
gine room this morning and instantly 
killed, his head being crushed. 


A neaerred Sentence. 


Louisville, Sept. 29.—John Van- 
derhide, on trial at Shelbyville, was 
to-day found guilty and sentenced 
to death. On the 9th of last July 
Vanderhide escaped from the peniten- 
tiary, wheie he was serving a term 
for robbery. On the day following, 
while passing along a secluded road to 
Louisville, he met a little daughter of 
Charles Johnson in the neighborhood 
of Brownsboro, whom he ravished and 
murdered.

Tx)ndon, Sept. 30.—A dispatch from 
Granasa says: "It is now generally 
believed that fleets will not go to 
Dulcigno. A correspondent at Rome 
telegraphs a denial that Garibaldi 
will leave Coperera for Geno next 
Saturday. Rumors are rife in regard 
to his intentions, and also of revolu- 
tionary movements. 
Whether the 
rumors are true or false, I have reason 
to believe that the Government has 
adopted vigorous precautions with 
reference to them. The iron clad 
Italy, of 14,000 tons, covered through- 
out with armor three feet thick has 
been successfully launced, in the pres- 
ence Of King Humbert and an im- 
mense crowd of people. The Italy is 
the most powerful iron clad ever con- 
structed here."

General Oarr Attacks the Vic- 
torious Band. 


President Hayes and Party at 
Boseburfir, Oregon. 


Foreign, General and Miscel-

Pan Presbyterian Coanelt. 


Philadelphia, 
Sept. 
30.—Prof. 
Watts, of Belfast, presided at the 
morning session of the Pan Presby- 
terian Council. The committee on 
creeds and confessions read a commu- 
nication from the Reformed Presby- 
tery of Philadelphia, making applica- 
tion for representation in the council, 
declaring its creed to be in conformi- 
ty with the concensus of the reform- 
ed confessions, and agreeing to accept 
the constitution of alliance. 
The 
representatives of 
the Presbytery 
were admitted. Dr. Brownson sub- 
mitted a resolution providing for the 
appointment of a committee to pre- 
pare some expression that would go 
forth to the world as utterance of the 
council on the subject of Sabbath 
observance. Referred to business com- 
mittee. 
Rev. Dr. J. Murray Mitch- 
ell, of Edinburg, read a report of 
the committee on 
foreign 
mis- 
sionary 
work. 
The 
report dis- 
cussed the subject in all its bear- 
ings, including the best means of 
raising funds, modes of conducting 
missionary enterprises, and the rela- 
tions of missions to home churches, 
etc. The report suggested the estab- 
lishment of a great tii^ining college 
at Pekin, China, and urged the more 
energetic prosecution of mission work 
in heathen and 
pagan countries. 
The report stated that two mil- 
lion pagans had been rescued from 
darkness in the past seventy years 
by the Protestant Missionaries and 
referred to greater facilities and ad- 
vantages that may be now enjoyed by 
Mission workers. Rev. Dr. Paxtor 
May, D. D., of New York, submitted 
from the American portion of the 
committee a history of mission enter- 
prises connected with the follow- 
ing churches: Presbyterian church, 
of 
Canada; United 
Presbyterian 
church in the United States,Reformed 
Dutch church, Reformed Presbyterian 
church, (Greneral Synod) Associate 
Reformed 
church, 
Presbyterian 
church north and Presbyrcrian church 
south. A summary of statistics sub- 
mitted in the 
report 
may 
be 
thus stated : numl)er of Migsionariea 
in the field, 195; native missionaries, 
135; native licentiates and preachers, 
198; medical missionaries and teach- 
ers, 118; American women connected 
with missions, 266; native teacherg 
and bible readers,894; communicante, 
18,371; scholars in boarding schools, 
1,691 ; scholars in day schools 12,987.

aged 19, daughter of ^x-Aldennan 
Eckert, formerly a Rockaway hot«:

had found the- diamonds on the top of 
the window sash in her room. Mrs 
Hanna put the; diamopda imder her 
pillow when she went to sleep, but 
she missed them the next morning 
after Louisa Eckert had made the 
bed, and when phe inquired about 
them the gir] said that she took them 
from the bed and placed them upon 
the mantlepiece or upon the bureau 
ahe could not tell which. 
After 
thorough search the diamonds were 
not found, and the chambermaid was 
arrested. 


Miss Eckert is a bright^ intelligent 
young woman. She formerly assistet 
her father at his hotel in Rockaway 
She was taken to the police station 
and then to police headquarters. She 
protested her innocence, but Superin 
tendent Campbell told her that as she 
Was the last person who had seen the 
diomonds, if Mrs. Hanna pressed the 
charge, she might have to go to pris- 
on.

A JHonse of Gold Bricks. 


, There is a certain brick building in 
Cheyenne, not a thousand miles from 
ihe Leader office, which is almost 
worth its weight in gold. The bricks 
in its walls are at least impregnated 
with the precious metal to a valuable 
extent. 
The discovery w ^ made ac- 
cidentally by a gentleman who has 
an office near by. He frequently no- 
ticed shining yellow particles in the 
bricks, and, imagining the colors were 
jgold, he took out, a brick from the 
wall for the purpose of ascertaining 
the facts. 
This brick he first pulver- 
ized and then "panned out" the col- 
ors. He could not get rid of all the 
dirt, and concluded to send the re 
siduum to an assayer in Denver.

the brick. 
The gentleman then took 
out two other bricks in difierent parts 
of the building and pulverized and 
panned them as he did the first. The 
same assayer gave his certificate as 
follows; Sample No. 1, gold, forty- 
seven 
cents; 
sample No. 2, gold, 
twenty-four cents. 
With remarkable 
secrecy the gentleman proceedec^to 
learn whence came the bricks. After 
considerable ' inquiry it was learned 
that the bricks were made in a yard ; 
that was formerly situated on Crow, 
creek, near Cheyenne, out which is 
now obliterated. 
Further investiga- 
tion among the oldest residents di- 
vulged 
the 
fact that 
mining 
was at one time carried on along 
Crow cr?ek, but the miners thought, 
that the pay wasn't big enough, and 
they therefore abafldoned their claims.' 
It was near these claims that the 
brickyard mentioned above was start- 
ed, and that explains how gold dust

, In very early times, among the Cel- 
tic race, an efl5gy of the patron saint, 
80 common in churches and temples, 
was much used in the-dwellings and 
shops of the people,^ as a âo-called 
"protection''" against ill fortune. The 
''|lory" above the head of 
thew 
fibres—which 
latter was often rudely 
cSved in wood and painted—was 
represented bv a circular 'piece of 
polished metal, to convey the effect of 
the shihÎDg hido or nimbus frequently 
seen in illustrations of the Virgin and 
other Scripture subjects. Often this 
juetal nimbus was of semi-circular 
"form ; and after the figuré itself 
W 
disappeared, by reason of decay, the 
nimbus rem«uj^.; and was b^spended 
in some {^m^ei It place at| the en- 
trance door or bther point command- 
ing view. The effigies in 
question 
%ere not uncon^ihonly seen by the 
side of the doorway. In course of 
time the nimbus was mush used as a 
substftute for the latter and was 
sold in shops for this purpose, 
r The tradition of good luck as 
embodied in the horse-shoe theory, 
may thus be eàsily traced, since it 
became a common occurrence, in due 
course of time, for the faithful adher- 
ent in the belief in charms and sym- 
bols, to adopt the hoVse-shoe worn to 
brightDesS}iii|theabgence|6f fèiy other, 
which he usilie« over hi^icottagedoor. 
Hence a piet i-of metal of thi- shape 
became aotociixied in the common 
'miud with a supernatural presence 
f.ud care, in keeping with the belief 
sttaching to the original figure of the
